States Minister in Paris was invoked 
n favor of the North Germans domcstica- 
ed in French territory; instructions were 
saued to grant tho protection. This has 
>een followed by our extension of Amcri- 
lan protection to citi/ens at Saxony, Hesse, 
Soxe, Coburg, Qotha, Colombia, Portugal, 
Jruguay, 
the Dominician 
Republic, 


Squador, Chili, Paragua and Venezuela, 
in Paria.

or tho felicitation of America. Should 
ho present struggle result in attaching 
ho hearts of the French to our simpler 
brm of a Representative Government, it 
will be a subject of still further eatisfac- 
ion to our pcoplo. While wo make no

to

n civil contest^- olsowhsre, wo cannot bo 
ndifforcnt to the spread of American po- 
itioal ideas in a great and highly civilized 
Country liko France. Wo were asked by

,ho interest of peaco. Our answer was 
made that tho established policies and the 
ruo interest of tho United States forbade 
hem to interfere in tho European qnes- 
ions jointly with European powers. I as- 
lertamed informally and unofficially that 
ho government of North Germany was 
lot then disposed to listen to such icpre- 
sentations from any powers, nnd though 
Barneetly wishing to see the blessings of 
)oaoe restored tx> tho belligerents, with all 
of whom tho United States is on terms 
of 
friendship^ , I 
declined, 
on 
the 


part of this Government, to take a step 
which could only result in injury to our 
ruo interest*!, without advancing the ob- 
oct for which our intervention was invok- 
ed. Should the time come when the action 
if the United States can hasten the return 
of peace by a single hour, that action will 
>e heartily taken. I deemed it prudent, 
'nvicio of the number of persona of G«r- 
nan and French birth living in the United 
States, to issue, soon after official n»tice of 
A state of war had been,.received from 
>oth belligerents, a proclamation defining 
,ho duties of tho United States as jieu- 
ral, and tho obligations of tho people rosid- 
ng within, her territory to observe her 
.aws and the laws o£ nations. Tbe pro- 
clamation was followed by others as cir- 
cumstances seemed to call for them. The 
aeoplo, thus acquiesced in advance of their 
duties aud obligations, have assisted in 
preventing violence of tho neutrality of 
iho United States. 


THE CU1JAN INSURRECTION. 


It is not understood that tho condition 


of tho insurrection in Cuba has material!/ 
changed aince tho close of the last session 
of Congress. 
In an early stage of the 


contest the authorities of Spain inaugu- 
rated a system of arbitrary arrests, oE 
close confinement, of military trial and 
oxecution of persons suspected of compli- 
cating with 
tho 
insurgents, 
Such 


jtoceodings as far as thoy affected the 
persons or property of citizens of tho Uni- 


States, were in violation of tho pro- 


visions of the treaty of 178S between tho 
LTnlited States and Spain. Tho rcpresenta- 
lions of injuries resulting to several per- 
sons, 
claiming 
to 
bo 
violations, 


were made to tho Spaniah Government 
rom April, I860, to June last. The 
Spanish Minister at 
Washington had 


been clothed with power to aid in re- 
dressing such wronga. That power was 
lound to be withdrawn, in view, as it was 
said, of tbe favorable situation in which tho 
island of Cuba'than was, which, however, 
did not lead to revolution or suspension of 
the extraordinary and arbitrary functions 
exercised by tho executire power in Cuba, 
and wo wore obliged to mako our com- 
plaint at Madrid. In the negotiations 
thus opened and still pending there, the 
United States only claimed that for tho 
[uture tho rights secured to her citizens 
by treaty should be respected in Cuba, and 
that aa to the past a joint tribunal should bo 
established in the United States with full 
jurisdiction over all such claims. Before 
such an impartial tribunal each claimant 
would be required to prove his case. On 
tbe other hand, Spain-would be at liberty 
to traverse every material fact, thus com- 
pelling equity to be done. 


A caso which at one time threatened 


seriously 
to 
affect 
tho 
relations 


between the United States and Spain has 
already been disposed of in this way. Tho 
claim of tho Col. Lloyd at Aapinwall, for 
the illegal seizure and detention of that 
vessel,' was referred to arbitration by 
mutual consent, and has resulted in an 
award to the United Statc-a for the owners 
of 
the 
same, 
of nineteen thousand 


seven hundred and two dollars and fifty 
cents in gold. Another long pending 
claim of like nature, that of the -whale 
ship Canada has been disposed of 
by 


friendly arbitration during the present 
year. It was roiorrod by tbe joint consent 
of Brazil and tho United States to the de- 
cision of Sir Edward Thornton. 
Her 


Britanic Majesty's Minister at Washing- 
ton, who kindly undertook tbe, laborious 
and volnminious mags > of correspondence 
and testimony submitted by tbe two Gov- 
ernments, and showed to . tho Unite< 
States the sum of one hundred thouson 
seven hundred and forty dollars and nine 
cents in gold, which has since been paic 
by 
the 
Imperial 
Government 


These 
recent 
examples 
show that 


tbe mode which the United States h«.v< 
proposed to Spain for adjusting tho pend 
ing claims is great and feasible -and tha 
it may be agreed to by cither Nation with 
out dishonor. It is to bo hoped that thia

TIIE SPANISH AMERICAN STATES. 


The long deferred Pence Conference be- 


tween Spain and tho allied South Ameri- 
can Republics has been inaugurated in 
Washington under the cnppicca of" tho 
United States, pursuant to tho recom- 
mendation 
contained 
in 
the 
reso- 


lution of tho Hoiiso of Representatives 
of the 17th of December, 1SG(>. Tho Ex- 
ecutive Department of the Government 
offered its friendly offices for the promo- 
tion of peaoo nnd harmony between Spain 
and tho allied republics. Hesitations and 
obstructions occurred to Iho acceptance of 
ho offer ultimately. However a confer- 
ence was arranged and was opened 


this 
city 
on 
tho 
29th 
of 


3ctober lust, at which I authorized the 
Secretary of St.ito to preside. It was at- 
tended by tlie Ministers of Spain, Peru, 
3hili, and Equ.ulor. In consequence of 
;he absence ot a representative from Bo- 
ivin, the conference was [adjourned until 
ho attendance of a plenipotentiary from 
that republic could bo secured or other 
measures could be adopted towards com- 
passing its object. The allied and other, 
republics of Spanish origin on this conti- 
nent may see in thia fact a new proof of 
our sincere interest in th^ir wellare—of 
our desire to sea them blessed -with good 
;overnments capable of maintaining order 
md preserving their respective territorial 
ntegrity, and of our sincere wish to cx- 
:end 
our own commercial nnd social rela- 


;ions with them. Tho time is probably 
far distant when in tlio natural conrsa of 
oventa 1ho European political connection 
with this continent will cease. Our policy 
should bo shaped in view of this probabil- 
'ty so as to ally the commercial .interests 
)f the Spanish American States more close- 
y to our own nnd thus give tho United 
States :tll the prc-emin'ence and all tho ad- 
vantage which Mr. Monroe, Mr. Adams 
.nd Mr. Clay contemplated when thoy 
proposed to join tho Congress of Panama. 


BAN DOMINOO. 


During tho laat session of Congress .1 


Teaty for the annexation of the republic 
if San Domingo to the United StaUs failed 
o receive tbo requisite two-thirds vote of 
,ho Senato. I was thoroughly convinced 
then that tho best interests of tho country, 
lommeroially and materially, demanded 
ts ratification. 
Time rms only confirmed 


mo in this view. I now firmly believe that 
ho moment it is known that tho United 
States have entirely abandoned tho-project

The course pursued by thn Canadian 


authorities towards the fishermen of tbe 
United States during the past season, has 
not been marked by a friendly feeling.

vention of 1818 Between Great Britain 
and the United States, it was agreed that 
tho inhabitants of the United States should 
tiavo forever, in common with British 
subjects, the right of taking fish in certain 
•waters therein defined1, and in tbo waters 
not included in tho limits named in tho 
convention, within three miles of parts of 
the British coast. It has been tho custom 
for many years to givo intending fisher- 
men of the United States a reasonable • 
warning of their violation of the technical 
rights of Great Britain. The imperial 
government is understood to havo delegat- 
ed the'wholo or a share of its jurisdiction 
or control of these inshore fishing grounds 
to tbo colonial authority known as tho 
Dominion of Canada, and this semi-inde- 
pendent, but irresponsible agent has exer- 
cised its delegated powers in an unfriend- 
ly way. Vessels have been seized without 
notice or warning in violation of the cos- ' 
torn previously prevailing, and have been 
taken into colonial porte, their voyages 
broken up," and the vessels condemned. 
There is reason to believe that this un- 
friendly and vexations treatment was de- 
signed to bear harshly upon tho hardy 
fishermen of tho United States, with a 
vicw.to political cffiict upon this govern- 
ment. The statutes of tbo Dominion of 
Canada assume a still broader and more 
untenable jurisdiction over the vessels of 
the United States.

the master on oath touching the cargo and 
voyage, and inflict upon him a heavy pecu- 
niary penalty _if true answers are not 
git CD, and if such a vessel is found prepar- 
ing to fish within three marine, miles of . 
any such coistc, bayc, creeks, or harbor* . 
without a. license, or, after the expiration 
of tbo period named in tbo last licence 
granted to it, they provide that the vessel, 
with, her tackle, etc., shall ba forfeited. It 
U not known that any condemnations have. 
,bcenBJ*3o under this etatuto. Should tbe 
authorities of Canada attempt to enforce it, 
it will become my duty to take^uch steps as 
may bo necessary to protect the righto ot 
citizens of tho United States. It has been • 
claimed by her Majesty's officers that the 
fishing vessels of the United States have , 
no-right to enter open port of tho British, 
posseggiiina of Xorth ,America,.exc«pt foe , 
purposes of shelter, and repairing damages, - 
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of puTchawiDg wood and obtaining water; 
that they have no right to eater at the 
British CiutomhoniM or to tnde, except 
/or th» purchase of wood and water, and 
that they moat depart within twenty-four 
boon after notice to tare. It i» not known 
that any tniurcs of a fisting vessel, car- 
rying the flag of the United States has 
been mad* under this claim. So far as the 
claim is founded on the alleged construc- 
tion of the Convention of 1818, it cannot 
be acquiesced in by the United State?. It 
ia hoped that it will not be insisted on by 
her Majetty's gOTornment. Baring the 
conference which preceded the negotiation 
o the conTention oi 1818, the British com- 
missioners proposed to expressly exclude 
the fishermen of the United States from 
the privilege of carrying on trade with 
any of her Britannic Majesty's inbjects 
residing within the limits assigned for 
their use, and also that it should not be 
lawful for the vessels of the United States 
engaged in snch fishery to have any goods, 
wares or merchandise whatever, except 
snob as may be necessary for the prosecu- 
tion of their Toyatcet to and from said 
fishing grounds, and any vessel of the Uni- 
ted States which should contravene this 
regulation might be seized, condemned and 
confiscated with her cargo. This propo- 
sition, which is identical with the con- 
struction- now pot upon the language of 
the convention, wag emphatically rejected 
by th« American Commissioner, and there- 
upon was abandoned by the British pleni- 
potentiaries ; and article one, as it stands 
in the convention, was substituted. If, 
however, it be said tbat this claim is 
founded on provisional or colonial statutes 
and not upon the convention, this govern- 
ment cannot but regard them as unfriend- 
ly, and iu contravention of the spirit, if 
not of the letter of the treaty, for the 
faithful execution of which tie Imperial 
government ia alone responsible. Antici- 
pating that an attempt may possibly be 
made by the Canadian authorities the com- 
ing seasons to repeat their nnneighborly 
acts towarbs our fishermen, I recommend 
yon to confer on the Executive to power to 
suspend by proclamation the operation of 
the laws authorizing the transit of goods, 
wares and merchandise in bond across the 
territories of the United States to Canada; 
aud, farther, should snob an extreme 
measure become necessary, to suppress the 
operation of any laws whereby the vessels 
of the Dominion of Canada are permitted 
to enter the waters of the United States. 
A like unfriendly disposition has bcien 
manifested on tha part of Canada in the 
maintenance of a claim of right to exclude 
the citizens of the United Suites from the 
navigaticn of the St. -Lawrence. 
The 


river constitutes a natural outlet to the 
ocean ior eight States, with an aggregate 
population of about 17,600,000 inhabitants, 
and with an aggregate tonnage ot 061,367 
tons upon the waters which il discharges 
into it. The foreign commerce of our 
ports on these waters is open to British 
competition, and the major part of it is 
done in British bottoms. If the Ameri- 
can seamen be excluded from this natural 
avenue to tbe nr«an the monopoly to the 
Atlantic would be in foreign hands, their 
vessels oa traus-atlantic voyages having 
accesr to oar lake ports, which would be 
denied to American vessels on similar 
voyages. To state such a proposition is 
to refute its injustice. Daring the ad- 
ministration of Mr. John Qnincy Adams, 
Mr. Clay, unquestionably demonstrated 
the natural rights of the citizens of the 
citizens of the United States to the navi- 
gation of this river, claiming that the act 
of tbe Congress of Vienna in opening the 
Rhine and other rivers to all nations 
showed the judgment of European jurists 
aud statesmen that tbe inhabitants of a 
country through which a navigable river 
passes have 'a natural right to enjoy tbe 
navigation oi that river to and into the 
sea, even thongh passing through the 
territory of another power. This right 
does not exclude the coequal right of the 
sovereign possessing the territory through 
which the river debouches into the sea to 
make snch regulations relative to the 
policy of the navigation as may be reason- 
ably necessary, but those regulations 
should be framed in a liberal spirit 


should 
not impose 
of 
comity, and 


needless burdens 
which has th* right* of transit. It has 
been found in practice more advantageous 
to arrange these regulations by mutnai 
agreement The United States are ready 
to make any reasonable arrangement as to 
the use of the St. Lawrence, which may 
be suggested by Great Britain. If the 
claim made by Mr. Clay was just when 
the population of tho States bordering on 
the shores of the lakes was only 3,400,000, 
it now derives greater force and equity 
from the increased population, wealth, 
production and tonnage of the States on 
the Canadian frontier. 
Since Mr. Clay 


advanced his argument in behalf of our 
right, the principle for which he contended 
has been frequently and by various na- 
tions recognized by law or by treaty, and 
has been extended to several other great 
rivers by the treaty concluded at Mayence 
in 1831. The Rhine was declared free 
'from the point where it is first navigable 
into the sea. By tbe convention between 
Spain and Portugal, concluded ia 1835, 
the navigation of the Douro, throughout 
the whole extent, was made free for the 
subjects of both crowns; in 1853 the 
Argentine Confederation by treaty threw 
open the free navigation of the Faragua 
and the Uruguay to the merchant vessels 
oi all nations; in 1831 the Crimean war 
was closed by a treaty which provided for 
the free navigation of the Danube; in 
1858 Bolivia by treaty declared that it re- 
garded the rivers Amazon and La Plata, 
in accordance with fixed principles of 
national law, as highways or channels 
opened by nature for the commerce of all 
nations; in 1800 the Paraguay was made 
free by treaty, and in December, 1866, the 
Emperor of Brazil, by imperial decree, de- 
clared the Amazon to be open, through all 
the frontier of Brazil, to the merchant 
ships of all nation!*. 


The greatest living British authority on 


this subject whila asserting the abstract 
right of the British claim, says i t seems 
difficult to deny that Great Britain may 
ground her refusal upon strict law, but it 
is equally difficult to deny, first, that in so 
doing she exercises harshly an extreme 
and danzerous 
law. 
Secondly, that 


such encouragement will be given as wil 
secure American shipping on the high 
seas and American shipbuilding at home. 


TUB DETAllTMESTS. 


The condition of tbe archives at the De- 


partment of State calls for tbe early aotio: 
of Congress. The building now rented by 
tbat department is a frail structure, at an 
inconvenient distance from the Executive 
Mansion and from the other departments 
It is ill-adapted to the purpose tor which 
it is used, has not capacity to accommo- 
date the archive?, and is not fire proof. Its 
remote situation, its slender construction 
and the absence of a snpply of water it 
the neighborhood, leaves bnt little hopeo 
safety for either the building or its con- 
tents in case of the accident of a fire. Its 
destruction would involve tbe loss of the 
rolls containing the original acts and reso 
lutions of Congreea, of the historic records 
of the revolution and of the confederation 
of the whole series of diplomatic and con 
gular archives since the adoption of the 
Constitution, and of the many other val 
uable records and papers left with depart 
ment when it was the principal depository 
of the government archives. I reeommer.i 
an appropriation for the construction oi a 
building for tho Department of State. 


I recommend to your consideration the 


propriety of transferring to the Depart- 
ment of the Interior, to which they seem 
more appropriately to belong, all powers 
and duties in relation to tho Territories 
with which the Department oijStute is now 
charged by law or usage, and from the In- 
terior Department to the ^Tal Department 
the Pension Bureau so far as it regulates 
the payment of soldier*' punsions.

FINANCES. 


The estimation fur the expenses of the 


government for the next fiscal year are 
|t8,344,3<l6.0ness than tho current one, 
but exceed appropriations for the present 
year for the same items $8,793,127.36. In 
this estimate, however, ia included $22.- 
338,278.27 for publieworkfi heretofore be- 
gun under Congressional provisions, and 
of which only so much is a^ked as Con- 
gress may choose to give. The appropria- 
tion for tho same work for the present year 
was $11,984,513.08. 


The average viiluo of t;olil as comp :recl 


with the national currency for the whole 
of the year 1809, was nbout 134, and for 
eleven months of 3870 tho same relative 
value has been about 113. The approach 
to a specie basis is very gratifying, but the 
fact cannot bo denied that the instability 
of the value of our currency is prejudicial 
to our prosperity, and tends to keep up 
prices to tho detriment of trade. 


The evils of a depreciated and fluctuat- 


ing currency are so great that now, when 
the premium on gold has fallen so much, 
it would seem that the time had arrived 
when, by wise and. prudent legislation, 
Congress could look to a policy which 
would place our currency ut par with gold 
at no distant day. 


HEVENUE KEFOKM. 


The tax collected from the people lias 


been reduced more than eighty million 
dollars per annum. By steadiness in our 
present course there is no reason why, iu 
a few iihort years, the national tax gather' 
er may not disappear from thn door of tbe 
citizen almost entirely. With the reve- 
nue stamp dispensed by postmasters in 
every community, a tax upon liquors of 
all sorts and tobacco in all its formi, and 
by a wise adjustment of tho tariff which 
will put a duty only upon those articles 
which we could dispense with, articles 
known as luxuries, and on those articles 
which we use more than we produce, rev- 
enue enough may be raided after a fen- 
years of peacu and consequent reduction 
of indebtedness to fulfill all our obliga- 
tions; a farther reduction of expenses, in 
addition to a reduction of interest account 
may be relied on to make this revenue re- 
form practicable. If revenue reform means 
this it has my hearty support. 
If it im 


plies a collectionof all the revenue for the 
support of the government, for the pay 
ment ef principal and interest of the pub- 
lic debt, pensions, &c., by directly taxing 
the people, then I am against revenue re- 
form, and confidently believe that the peo-

As soon as the revenue can 
be dispensed with, all duty should be re- 
moved from coffee, tea and other articles 
of universal use not produced by our- 
selves. 


The necessities of the country compel 


us to collect revenues from our imports. 
An army of assessors and collectors is not 


pleasant sight to the citizen, but that or 
tariff for revenue is necessary. Such a 
ariff, BO far oa it acts in encouragement to 
lomo products, aflozds employment to 
abor at living wages in contrast to the 
pauper wages of the old world, and also 
ids ia the development of home re- 
ources.

THE ARMY. 


Under the act of Congress of July 15, 


870, tho army has gradually been reduced 
o tbat on the 1st of January, 1871, the 
umber of commissioned officers and meu 


will not exceed the number contemplated 
Sy that law. 


The department building 19 an old struc— 


ure, not fire proof, and entirely inade 
uate in dimensions to our present wants; 
aany thousands of dollars are now paid 
nnuaUy for rent of private buildings to 
ccommodate the various bureaus of the 
epartment. I recommend an appropria- 


tion for a new War Department building 
nited to the present and growing wants 
f the nation. 


Tbe report of tho Seoretary of War 
bows a very satisfactory reduction in the 
xpenses of the army for tLe lait fiscal 
ear. For details you are referred to his 
accompanying report. 


THE NAVY. 


The expenses of the Navy for the whole 
f the last year, i. e, from December, 1809, 
*b,l^,,of the U9t reP°rt> »re less than 
$19,000,000, or about $1,000,000 less than 
they wero the previous year. The expen- 
ses since the commencement of the fiscal 
year, i. e., since July 1, show for the five 
months a decrease of over $.3,400,000 from 
those of 'he corresponding months of last 
year. The estimates of the current year 
were $28,303,078. Thoso for tho nextvear 
are *20,GS3,317, with $955,100 additional 
:or necessary permanent improvements. 
These estimates ato made closely, for the 
inero maintenance of the naval establish- 
ment as it now is, without much iu tho na- 
ture of permanent improvement. Tho ap- 
propriations made for the last and current 
year were evidently intended by Congress, 
and are sufficient only, to keep tho navy 
on its present footing by tho repairing and 
refitting of our old ships. This policy 
must, ot course, gradually but surelv de- 
stroy the navy, aud it is, in itself, far from 
economical, as each year that it is pursued 
tbe necessity for more repairs in ships and 
navy yards becomes more imperative and 
more costly, and our current expenses are 
annually incroaeed for tho mere repair of 
ships, many of which must soon becom 
unsafe and useless. 
I hope during the present session of

built and repairs made with great saving 
upon the present cost. It can hardly be 
wise statesmanship in a government which 
represents a country with over fiver thou- 
sand miles of coast line on both oceans, 
exclusive o! Alaska, and containing forty 
millions of progressive people, with rela- 
tions of every nature with almost every 
foreign country, to Tost with such inade-

On the ground 
that she possesses both bauks of the St. 
Lawrence where it disembogues itself into 
tho sea, she denies to tbe Uuited States 
the right of navigation,though about one- 
half of the waters of Lakes Ontario, Erie, 
Huron and Superior, and the whole ol 
Lake Michigan, through which the river 
flows, aro the property of the United 
States. The whole nation is interested in 
securing cheap transportation from the ag- 
ricultural States of the Went to the At- 
lantic seaboard. To the citizens of those 
States it secures a greater return for their 
labor; to the inhabitants of tbe teaboarc 
it offers cheaper food, and to the nation an 
increase in the annual surplus of wealth.

speedily bo looked for, and at no distant 
day a further reduction of the rate of 
postage attained.

I respectfully call your attention to one 


abuse long standing, which I would like 
to see remedied by Congress. It is a re- 
form in the civil service of tbe country. I 
would havo it go beyond the mere fixing 
of the tenure of office of clerks and em- 
ployes who do not recquire " the advise 
and consent of the Senate" to make their 
appointments cimpletc. I would have it 
govern not the tenure bnt the manner ol 
making all appointments. There is no 
duty which HO much embarrasses the Exe- 
cutive and heads of Departments

The reform in tho management of In- 


dian aff lirs has received the special atten- 
tion of the administration from its inaug- 
uration to the present day. 
Tins experi- 


ment of mak'ng it a missionary work.was 
tried with a few agencies given to the de- 
uotuinatiou of Friend", and has been found 
to work most advantageously. 
All agen- 


cies and superintendences not so disposed 
wero given to officers of the army. Tho 
act oi Congress regulating tho army ren- 
ders army officers ineligible for civil offi- 
ces, I determined to give all tho agencieii 
to such religious denominations as bad 
heretofore 
established 
missionaries 


among 
tho 
Indians, 
und 
per- 


haps 
to 
posno 
other 
denomina- 


tions who would-isndertnke the work on 
tho same terras; that i?, as a missionary 
work. The societies selected are allowed 
to name their own agent?, subject to the 
approval of the Executive, and arc expect- 
ed U> watch over them and did them a3 
missionaries to civilize and christianize 
the Indian, nnd to train him in the art of 
peace. The govornmentTvatches over the 
official acts of these agents, and requires 
of them as strict on accountability as if 
they were appointed in any other manner. 
I entertain the confident hope that the 
policy now pursued will, in a few years, 
bring all Imlinns upon reservations, where 
they will live in houses, havo school 
houses aud churclie3, will be pursuing 
peaceful and self-sustaining avocations, and 
where they may be visited by the law- 
nbiding white man with tho same impun 
ity that ho now visits tho civilued white 
tettlementf. I call your special attention 
to the report of the Commissioner of In- 
dian Affairs for full information on this 
subject. 


THE rOIlMC DOMAIN. 


During tho last fiscal year 8,095,-113 


acrea of lund were, disposed of. Of this 
quantity 3,098,010 acres were taken under 
homestead law and 2,139,515 acres sold 
for cash. The remainder was located with 
military warrants, college or Indian scrip, 
or applied in satisfaction of grant) to rail- 
roads or for other public uses. 


The entries under the homestead law 


during the last year covered 901,543 acres 
more than those during the preceding 
year, surveys linve beeu vigorously prose- 
cuted to tho full extent of tha moans ap- 
plicable to tho purpose. Tho quantity of 
lund iu market will amply supply tho 
present demand. The claim of the settlers 
under the Homestead or the Pre-emption 
laws is not, however, limited to lands sub- 
ject to sale at private entry. Any unap- 
propriated surveyed public land may, to a 
limited amount be acquired under tho 
former laws, if the party entitled to enter 
them will comply with the requirements 
they prescribe in regard to tho residence 
and cultivation. Tho actual settler's pre-

and 
extends to

which were unsurveyed at the time of 
his settlement, llis right was formerly 
confined within much narrower limits,and 
at one period of our history was conferred 
ouly by special statues. They wore en- 
acted from time to time to legalize what 
was then regarded as an unauthorized in- 
trusion upon the national domain. Tho 
opinion that the public lands should bo 
regarded chiefly as a source of revenue is. 
no longer maintained. The rapid settle- 
ment and successful cnltivation of them is 
now mostly considered of more import- 
ance to our well being than is tho fund 
which the sale of them would produce. 
The remarkable growth and prosperity of 
our new States aiid Territories attest the 
wisdom of the legislation which invites 
the tiller of the soil to secure a permanent 
home on terras withiu tha reach of all. 
The pioneer who incurs the dangers and 
privations of a frontier life, and thns aids, 
in laying the" foundation of a new com- 
monwealth, renders a signal service to his 
country, and is entitled to its special favor 
and protection.

I am strongly m- 
i Hned to the opinion that it is inexpedient 
and unnecessary to bestow subsidies of 
either description, bnt should Congress 
determiuo otherwise I earnestly recom- 
mend that tho right of settlers and ot the 
publio bo more effectually secured and 
protected by appropriate legislation.

This, tbe oc- 
cupants resented, when becoming angry at 
tbe impudence of the white trash, the 
colored man threatened to throw the 
stubborn passenger out of the window, 
accompanying the threat with an odious 
epithet that usually means "fight." Here 
the white man allowed bis "dander" to 
rise and alter laying off his overcoat and 
hat proceed to poluh off the male brunette, 
getting in from fifteen to .twenty bugle- 
smashera on 
his " nob," closing 
up 


one eye and spilling the claret, which 
flowed down tbe car-floor. Having satis- 
fied himself, the pugilist took his seat and 
resumed conversation, while "the colored 
troops who fought nobly" (in a horn) re- 
treated at the next station. 


CORONEK'S INQUEST ON THE KILLING 


OP K.IOHTLINOER — The inquest on the 
body of Rowland Kightlinger, who was 
shot in Hydetown last Saturday, waa re- 
sumed on Monday morning by Coroner 
T E Curtis of this city, at the residence 
of Mr. Abraham Kightlinger, the father 
of deceased. After viewing the body, a 
permit was granted for its interment On 
repairing to the shool-home at Hyde- 
town, tho testimony of a large number of 
witnesses was taken, developing substan- 
tially the same facts -which have already 
been narrated in, our published account of 
the catastrophe on Monday last. The fol- 
lowing is an abstract of the extended ver- 
dict which was rendered last night at 
seven o'clock. That the death of Rowland 
Kightlinger resulted from an accidental 
gun shot wound ; that one Qeo. Turner is 
supposed to have used said weapon or gun 
in aeif defence while 
being attacked 


without just cause or provocation, and 
while traveling in his wagon in the public 
highway ; that the firing of the gnn by 
tho said George Turner, and the acciden- 
tal killing of Rowland Kightlingor was a 
justifiable homicide in self defence. 


This is an extraordinary conclusion to 


arrive at, and seems to involve tome con- 
fusion of ideas as to the force^of. language, 
and the rignifioation of legal terms. If 
the killing was accidental, it could not 
have been in self defence, and if it was'iu 
self defence it would have been excusable 
homicide not justifiable homicide, accord- 
ing to tho accepted definitions of criminal 
law. 


THE GBKAT WRESTLING MATCH—MC- 


LAUGHLIN TUB WINNER.—For several 
weeks the principal topic of conversation in 
sporting circles, and even among those who 
are supposed to remain entirely "neutral," 
on all subjects relating to the "manly art,'' 
or sports of the arena, has been the com- 
ng match between Major James H. Mc- 
Laughlin of Oncida, New York, and J. 3. 
Benjamin, who is from Washington City. 
Sinee the two contests daring the summer 
at this point, between McLanghlin and 
Homer Lane, and later with DeWitt, 
both of which resulted in favor of the

OBTTIKO TO WORK. 


At precisely seven minutes to nine 


o'clock the assemblage was called to orde^ 
the articles of agreement read and tho 
champion belt placed in the hands ot the 
referee, Samuel Fertig, for disposal to the 
winning party. The belt which has been 
previously described is a handsome one of 
the best rnorricco leather, exhibiting the 
national colors, red, white and blue, with 
a heavy silver clasp, upon which is set a 
largo diamond and bearing tho inscrip- 
tion:
